The 
city of Griffin, co-operating with the stockholders, 
sold the road to a company atthe head of which 
was Judge 0. A. Lochrane. Although the line had 
already been graded to Jackson and was surveyed 
through, $5,000 was paid for franchises, 
grading and all. 

The new Cole line to 
twelve miles to the right, and

WHIT ANDERSON’S DEATH 
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Seme Particulars ef the Life and Character of a Well 
Known Georgian. 

The announeement in Sunday's CONSTITUTION of 

h of Captain Whit Anderson was read with 

Atlanta, so many otf

genera! regret by the people of 
whom were personal friends of the deceased. 

At the time of his death Captain Whit Anderson 
was about 62 years of age, and his life was rather 
an eventful one. He wasborn near Knkekleville, 
in Lumpkin county, and passed his early days gn 
his father’s farm. When the Mexican war beygarl 
he went outas a lieutenant in a Georgia company 
and remained until the war was over. It was in 
the battles then fought that he first evinced that 
yravery for which he was famous. Soon after 
his return from the Mexican war he was seized with 
the California feyer and in 1S49 left 
for the gold ftlelds. He remained in California 
quite awhile and was, it is said by those who knew 
him intimately, the discoverer of the celebrated 
gold hills which have given up many fortunes. On 
aceouut of a personal difficulty he was compelled 
to leave California and in 1856 reached Atlanta, 
where he began acareer of public service which 
ended only when death had setits seal upon him. In 
that year he was elected marshal ef Atlants, and 
until the beginning of the war filled the position ac- 
When the late war began he enlisted in 
the First Georgia regulars, and at once received a 

commission as lieutenant. By his bravery he won 
promotion, and until just before the close of the 
war faced the enemy. In 14 he received a wound 
while in front of Richmond, which compelled him 
to leave the service. 

When the legislature assembled for the first time 
after the war Captain Anderson went to Milledge- 
ville, ind when the senate was organized he was 
elected door keeper. Not long after enterin 
upon the discharge of the duties he was talenraphedl 
by friends to come back to Atlanta and e uter the 
race for city marshal, He came and w: 
and for years occ upied the position.

But we will 
do better, fer we mean to have a cotton factory or 
two in Baltimore, just to familiarize our ears with 
the sound of spindles, and to remind us of what we 
ought to have. done longago. Your cotton mills 
here in Georgia will soon almost revolutionize your 
community. Already your 41 mills employ 6,372 op- 
eratives, who receive $1,119,506 in wages and pro- 
duce cotten fabrics worth $6,216,701. hat 
is to say, each hand produces a value of 
$1,000 per anpum—a net value, over wages and 
material (and not countin a, capital) of about $400

A business which isthus profitable 
must and will divert labor, must attract hands from 
the field to the spindle until the profits of the two 
industries are more nearly equalized.

The exposition reporter was impressed yesterday 
with a display, not of cotton, "or machinery for its 
production or manufacture, but an agricultural 
show of another class, andin which every one is 
certainly interested. He refers to seeds—seeds for 
the farm and garden, the conservatory and window 

-everything from the cereals of ordinary culture to 
the rarest seeds at equally rare prices; wheat at 
twenty dollars a bushel, potatoes at sixty dollars a 


bushel, eauliflower seed two dollars an ounce, ¢cin- 
eraria seed atsixty dollars an ounce. Oh, no! we 
didn’t buy any—we leave that for 
our state agricultural commissioner, and 
will expect to receive some at the expense 
of the dear public. We must say, however, that 
these very rare seeds are the exceptions, many old 
varietics being nearly if not quite as good and at 
prices to snitthe means of everyone. Figs do not 
grow on thistles, neither good cereals or vegetables 
from poor seeds, Such being the case we must 
reeognize as public benefactors all who by selection 
and breeding develop impreved types of agricul- 

tural staples, and in this connection your reporter 
so far departs from his usual course as to individ- 
ualize the display which yesterday struck his fancy 
as something entirely unique at this ex ‘position, 

and expressive of the results of a century’s labor 
and experience in one direction. 

David Landreth & Sons are the only seedsmen 
who have favored our southern exposi 
tion with their support and right handsomely 
have they done it. Considering that ours is entirely 
an agricultural community it seems singular that 
othersin their line should not have recognized the 
opportunity. Landreth’s exhibit occupies the 
greater part of the horticultural building, which 
was erected especially to accommodate them, and 
itis without question the most complete and costly 
exhibit of seeds ever made in this country—a 
valuable indorsement of the exposition and reeog- 
niticn of oir Agric ultural futi ire.

On the 
tab de are a long list of objects too numerous to 
mention, the most striking being an array of casts of 
ye etables done in plaster and “colored true to na- 
ture —representations so accurate in size. form and 
eolor, as to deceive even on close inspection those 
best acguainted with vegetable life. In advance of 
the tablesare three upright cases triangular st each 
end of the space flanking an immense centerpiece 
of rare beauty—octagonalin fogn, constructed of 
black walnut and ebony ten feet in diameter, 
twenty-two feet hich, surmounted by a sheaf of 
wheat, always typical of agriculture. This case is 
filled with one hundred and sixtv-eight large glass 
vases of distinct vegetable seeds, all grown upon the 
farms of the exhibitors. Over the exhibit are sus- 
pended banners bearing the escutcheonsand mot 
toes of the states Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Wis- 
consin and Virginis_in each of which the exhibitors 
own and cultivate seed farms. 

It is impossible toenter here further into details, 
suffice it tesay, this display has cost the exhibitors 
the sum 6f five thousand dollars.
